The reaction in new buai- 
ness following the sharp activity 
in November and December has 
been especially apparent the past 
week. it has applied not only to 
finished steel, but also to primary 
materials such as pig iron, coke 
and scrap. Some mills have also 
experienced more sluggish action 
from buyers in specifying against 
commitments made, which in the 
aggregate are large. 

This situation has a very direct 
bearing upon the question wheth- 
er the Pittsburg gait which the pro- 
duction has been worked up to can 
be maintained. In this respect in- 
dependents seem less fortunately 
fixed than Steel Corporation plants, 
which are taking in tonnage in 
good volume and are still putting 
on additional capacity. Slowing up 
of the market has not been at- 
tended by any weakness in steel 
prices. On the contrary there is 
considerable talk both at Chicago 
and Pittsburg of a possible $2 to $3 
a ton advance in pilates, shapes and 
bara to cover second quarter buy- 
ing. A Chicage independent Tues- 
day announced an advance of $2 
a ton in at least three lines. Some 
mills advanced wire products $2 a 
ton.
